NO LONGER HONORARY 

The election of members to the Scarlet Key Society, scheduled 
for next Wednesday, warrants an examination of the organization 
and Its apparent failure to comply with the ideals under which it was 
founded. The constitution of the Scarlet Key defines it as on honora- 
ry society, but simultaneously fails to provide the proper means of 
selection to insure that o society of honor will result. 

Membership in the Key is usually gained through campus elec- 
tions. This procedure is solely responsible for the degeneration of a 
society membership from one of honor to one of campus popularity. 
An organization, in order to be truly honorary, must ojone hove' the 
powers to judge membership according to its own requirements and 
. ideals. ' \ 

Worst still is the fact that nominees for ekction are not ollow- 
- ed to voice thelir qualifications publically. Indeed, electioneering is 
considered unethical. The voter has nothing on which to base his 
ballot but a name. Consequently, the more popular the figufe, the 
greater ore his chonces for election. 

It must be said that a screening committee, set up to limit the 
i>;number of nominations, has been in successful operation for two 
^yèars." Though this restriction is commendable, it represents only a 
partial solution. It still leaves the final decision to the students who 
. are for thé most port tininformed on the Society and the nominees. 

A final answer would be a complete revision. ' of : the present 
constitution. Instead of nominations, applications for membership 
should be called for from any eligible member of the Students' So- 
ciety. These applicotions would be judged by a selection committee 
consisting of several Key members and Faculty representatives. It 
would be desirable for the committee to reserve final judgement until 
the candidates are personally interviewed, since character and ap- 
pearance are important considerations. 

Finally the Society's code of discipline should be tightened consi- 
derably. Uniformed members should be disallowed to drink or per- 

• form any similar acts in public which would be a discredit to the 
organization. A certain academic standard should be enforced. 

The Scarlet Key Society hos proved itself as a functional organi- 
zation. It has yet to be accepted in on honorary capacity. It remains 
up to the executive to see that this|s|tuationJs amended.

"VIRGIN BIRTHS CAN HAP-

With that, it became clear that 
other things had been forund to 
replace Princess Margaret's dilem- 
ma on the front pages of the po- 
pular press. 

But the repercussions of this 
royal crisis, which filled the head- 
lines even after the Princess had 
announced her choice, are by no 
means over. Debate still rages over 
the moral and constitutional is- 
sues involved, and many deplore 
the part played by the Church of 
£^ngland controversy, the questi- 
on of self-determination for Cy- 
prus, and the recently revived agi- 
tation against the death penalty, 
are perhaps the most newsworthy 
topics of current Oxford discuss- 
ion. 

Gestures of Protest 

Students share the general dis- 
approval of the treatment given 
the royol romance by the tabloid 
press, in which every word, every 
smile, and every frown that their 
reporters could catch was faith- 
fully recorded, by story and photo-' 
graph. .One paper even went so 
far as to offer Townsend's first 
wife a largo sum for an article on 
"What Mnrgarct is Missing" — 
fortunately without success. 

This disapproval was expressed 
some weeks ago by the Junior Com- 
mon Room of Balliol College (ro-

Students' Society), which voted to 
cancel subscriptions to' all of the 
offending papers until Princess 
Margaret's personal life should 
sease to be headline news. The 
immediate results were scathing 
editorials in the papers affected, 
and a letter to the Dailtf Worker 
by some Balliol Communists, be- 
seeching them to meet the stand- 
ard, 80 that Balliol would conti- 
nue to get its daily quota of pro- 
paganda. 

Opinion on the main question 
is, of course divided, . although 
most of the people I have talked 
to are opposed to the Church of . 
England's actions and attitudes In 
the controversy. Thé day after 
the decision was announced, offi- 
cials of this College at which the 
Archbishop of Canterbury had 
once been a student, found his por- 
trait In the main dining ball turn- 
ed to the wall. Otherwise, there 
has been little concrete reaction. 
To Hang or Not to Hang 
A campaign for the abolition 
of the death penalty has followed 
a Union debate on the topic last 
week. When capital punishment 
v^as voted down by a majority of 
217, a petition was posted onc^ 
one of the Union notice boards, 
and has since been signed by al- 
most all of tho campus figures. 

Debates on the subject are al- 
most traditional, and the death 
penalty has not been upheld since 
1946. This term's majority against 
it, however, was the largest to

Tlic 
French did not bring thepi over 
with them: therj have been, ende- 
mic diseases in that; partVof;- the 
Mahgreb for ccntiiftesr Him medi- 
cal treatment then been refused 
Tunicians who osked for it? Is n 
Tunisian, condémened to venereal 
disease, unless he acquires it 
through his own lack of hygiene 
or precaution? And have the Tu- 
nisians always been willing to sub- 
mit to medical examinations and 
preventative medicine when it was 
offered them? I am sure Mr. Fe- 
ris knows the answers to such per- 
tinent questions. I do not know, 
and I have no means of finding 
out, how many Tunisians suffered 
from trachoma and venereal di- 
sease in 1881, or how many do to- 
day. But I do know that the me- 
yical equipment of Tunisia, which 
compares very favourably with 
that of other Arab countries, is 
a French achievement and one the 
French are proud of. In , 18 81. 
there existed only one hospital^ 
Tunisia, and that was in Tunis 
itself, the capital city. Since then 
nnd up to 1951, the French had 
built 47 general hospitals and in- 
firmaries, 4 specialised hospitals, 
4 polyclinics, 25 eye clinics (which 
incidentally gave, in the year 1951, 
1,292,850 consultations and must 
have dealt trachoma quite a 
blow!) 126 rural dispensaries, 1 
sanatorium, 6 preventoria; and 32 
private clinics or doctors^ hospitals. 



WlîSnPVoû^consider that consulta- 
tions arc free 'to Mohammedens, 
and that the latter have to pay 
no fees for hospitalisation, no un- 
biassed person can fail to realise 
the benefits' tiïo subjects of the 
Huy have derived from the pre- 
sence of the French on their soil. 
As it is easier to count up the num- 
ber of hospitals than the number 
of persons suffering from vene- 
real diseases, I' feel that my flR- 
ures — which orginate from the 
Bureau of Statistics of the French 
Ministry for North Africa — can- 
luit seriously be challenged. 

2. Let us now turn to the west- 
ern part of the North African 
peninsula. To quote Mr. Faris 
again : "In Morocco, whose popu- 
lation is about nine million there 
are only 180 public health doctors 
— n doctor for every fifty thou- 
sand people." I shall not attempt 
to refute this fantastic statement. 
I shall just list up figures of the 
medical personnel and equipment

3. Leaving the field of medicine, 
I must now turn ^o the field of 
«lucation where I find Mr. Faris 
guilty of one of those sweeping 
statements that do not bear close 
secrutiny. He writes: "Two mil- 
lion Arab students do not have the 
facilities for elmentary and high 
school education, and practically 
nothing has been done to improve 
the situation during the past ono 
century." Come, Mr. Faris, how 
do you expect even the bitterest 
enemy of "French colonialism" to 
believe that? As I pointed out in 
tho talk at which yon were not 
present, ground can easily enough 
be found for criticism of tho 
French .colonial administrai 
when one studies the part it ïii 
played in the field of politics. But, 
in tho field of public education, 
the record speaks for itself. Going 
again through official statistics 
for 1951 I find that: 

In Algeria, 380,316 pupils at- 
tended elementary schools, 26,766 
secondary schools and colleges'; and 
4,700 the University of Algiers. 
Over 4,000 attended various tech- 
nical schools, nearly 7,000 vocati-

cation. The Màhgreb to-day sup- 
ports a population of nearly 21 
million, of whom, over 18 million 
are Berbers and Arabs. Public 
health measures in

have, resulted in the trebling of 
the indigenous population in less 
then 60 years. The population of 
Algeria alone is now increasing 
at the rate of a quarter of a mil' 
lion each year — and this increase 
is taxing to its limits thé resour- 
ces of a country which is not- ba 
sically a rich one. At the' root' bf 
tho North-African problem is n 
demographic situation which the 
French have created by fighting 
disease and imposing hy^ene.;Had 
they not done so, they would*ccr 
tainly havo failed in their moral 




obligations as colonizers but no 
less certainly would they have av- 
)idcd most 'of the difficulties facing 
theni to-day.' And do not Tunisia 
and Morocco owe their Neo-Dest- 
our and Istiqlal parties to the 
western educaUon which its mem- 
bers, and particularly its. leaders, 
liberally received — free of charge 
^ from tht schools and univer- 
sities opened to them by the Pro- 
tecting Power? 

I would ask you. Sir, to accept 
my apologies for. such a lengthy 
letter and especially the > prof a-. 
sion of figures; I have little' hope ~ 
of convincing Mr.' Paris that the 
French record in North Africa 
is, on the whole, a favourable 
one. I don't think it is even 
worth trying: His letter had too 
familiar a ring! It is not poasible 
to-day . i to present . a picture . of 
North' Africa without I>eing ac- 
çused of bias and prejudice by 
one party or another. For that 
reason I have stuck to Iwre facts. 
Let Mr. Faria disprove them if 
he can.
